R. ANDREW CARNEGIE deserves all the trouble 


that is sure to come to him as a consequence of 
his recent declaration that "1 have entered into 


the college business as I not long ago entered into the 
library business." Without doubt there are quite as many 
small colleges in, need of financial assistance as there 
were townE> that wanted libraries a few years ago. In 
undertaking to supply their needs Mr, Carnegie has set 
himself to a gigantic task, and while he probably will 
never regret it, he is in for an extremely strenuous next 
few years, just the same. 
_ 


Without in the least disparaging his splendid library 


gifts, or nnirmizing the good which the libraries axe 
doing and will continue to do, it is nevertheless probable 
that more actual benefit will result from his donations 
1o sm%n ifoljeges than from all the millions that have 
been used to furnish the people with books. Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton. Stanford, the University of Chicago and 
the other great institutions of learning, are richly en- 
dowed—at least two of them far beyond their actual 
needs 
The problem with them is not so much to get 


more money as to find ways to use what they have. 


But on the other hand there are hundreds of small 


colleges all over the country that are struggling along 
with insufficient funds, aad v/hose capacity for useful- 
ness 5<> greatly hampered thereby. Colorado College is 
a conspicuous example of this kind 
It is well estab- 


lished, it is Tl/rgely attended, -and the thoroughness and 
excellence of tie instruction afforded have given it high 
standing wherever it is known. But it is inadequate1}' 
endowed, even to carry on the work now under way, and 
unless more money can be raised it is certain to stand 
still rather than to advance altng the plane of highest 
usefulness. 


It is the colleges of this t-yne that Mr Carnegie in- 


tends to aid with his millions, and It is certain that he 
could have chosen no better «a^ to help the cause of 
Education
